The National Mining and Industrial 
Exposition Association which has been 
organized under the laws of Colora‘io, 
with a capital of two hundred thous. 
and dollars, is now erecting a build- 
ing at Denver in which to hold an ex- 
position during the months of Sep- 
tember, October and November. This 
move will doubtless create a revival 
in mining interests, and is a ven- 
ture in the right direction. In Colo- 
rado local meetings are being held 
to have that Stace fairly and intelli- 
gently represented. | 

The object is to place under the 
eyes of the world specimens of the 
mineral producing States and Terri- 
tories. Ig an open letter the Secre- 
tary of the Association has said: ‘‘We 
do not wish to have the exposition ap- 
pear as a Colorado institution, because 
it ia not, except in location; we trust 
all our neighbors will be with rs.” 

Nevada is almost purely a mineral 
State, and for many years stood first io 
rank in the production of silver. For 
the want of proper energy or discre- 
tion she has fallen from her former 
greatness-—grown, to a certain extent, 
careless of her position, and has been 
suffering capital to seek other fields 
when it should be invested here. By 
proper management we can be most 
creditably represente’ at. this exposi- 
tion. We have within our borders 
nearly all of the known metals. 
Some organization should be effected 
by which these can be made to appear 
there and speak invitingly to capital- 
ists; and to all who may attend. 
Nothing but our own lethargy will 
prevent our State from standing the 
peer in representations of Arizona, 
New Mexico, Montana, or any other 
State or Territury. . The exposition 
will give usa golden opportunity to 
place our State in the front ranks, 
where her undeveloped wealth entitles 
her to stand.

| The Apaches Fleeing ‘from Mexico—A 


Bounty for Scalps. 
mee ' Curcaeo, May 24. 
A letter to the Times from Corrizzi’s 
Pass, Texas, about 600 miles west of 
Dallas and 113 miles east of El Peso, 
says much alarm is felt there on ac- 
count of the close proximity of large 
parties of hostile Apaches going north- 
east at a distance of from three to 


fifteen miles from the camps of hunt- 
ers, miners and prospectors near Cor- 
rizzi’s Pass, and in full sight of them. 
Last night Indian signal fires were 
seen buroing brightly in three differ- 
ent places close by. The hestiles are 
fleeiog from. Mexico to New Mexico, 
having been driven from south of the 
Rio Grande by Mexicans, who are 
makiny Indian-slaying one of the chief 
industries of the northern part of the 
Republic, to secure a bounty of three 
hundred dollars‘ offered by the Mexi- 
can government for the scalp of every 
hostile Indian, Major’ Boyler and 
fifteen of his Texas Rangers have ar- 
rived at Corvizzi’s Pass and were to 
depart this n-orning for a scout through 
the Guadaloape mountains after hos— 
tiles. Corrizzi’s Pass is the only place 
where hostiles retreating from Mexico 
to northwestern Texas or New Mexico 
can get through the Gaudaloupe 
mountains, and mining parties and 
prospectors generally fear an attack, 
but are keeping close together and are 
prepared for. emergencies. As yet no 
murdere have been reported, but news 
of some is feared. The presence of 
Major Boylor and his men may divert 
the hostiles from the oid trail through 
the pass to some other direction.
